HEN it comes to the quality of regu- 

lar Soccer grounds in Australia the 

pride of place must go to Mel- 
bourne’s Olympic Park. 


Upgraded by the Victorian Government some 
years ago, it provides an excellent facility for the 
numbers of fans who attend major matches in that 
city. 

That is not to say however that Olympic Park 
has any great standing compared with major faci- 
lities around the worid. 


Indeed it pales in significance compared with 
major Australian rules grounds in Melbourne and 
Adelaide. 


In Sydney the Parramatta Stadium and later the 
new Sydney Sports Ground provide comfort and 
good viewing for the fans. 


Brisbane’s Lang Park is also noteworthy and 
rugby league is the main code in these cases. 


Due to the foresight of Charles Valentine and 
his supporters in Sydney, the NSW Soccer 
Federation has the major work completed on what 
is probably one of the best coaching complexes in 
the Southern Hemisphere. 


Without being in any way derogatory, this re- 
markable property at outer suburban Parklea 
might be classed more as a two-edged sword, as 
Its value is offset by the fact that the money ex- 
pended by Soccer and Government does not pro- 
duce a ground which the code can use for major 
matches — those for example which could draw 
some 30,000 people. 


It will still be necessary to play international 
matches on grounds usually reserved for rugby 
league. 


In addition the NSW Federation has a $400,000 
debt to wipe off on the project. 


It must be expected that the NSW Board can see 
that income is capable of being generated to ser- 
vice the debt. 


They are putting the appointment in train for the 
person who will be charged with this re- 
sponsibility. 


But for a long time past it has been clear’ that 
there are huge advantages in the policy adopted 
by rugby union in both Brisbane and Sydney. 

The gradual improvements to the Ballymore 
and Concord Oval grounds will provide money 
spinners for that code. 


So much so that their authorities cast aside 
thoughts of using the new Sydney Sports Ground 
for their coming international series and have 
decided upon the 20000 capacity Concord. 

They obtain the gate receipts for everyone 
attending the games. At grounds such as the Syd- 
ney Cricket Ground and presumably the new 
Sports Ground the Ground Trust and the august 
members appear to be the main beneficiaries. 


The Australian Soccer Federation is planning 
to have first use of the new Sydney Sports Ground 
for the 1988 Gold Cup series. 

It will be interesting in due course to know the 
rental and associated costs because more in- 
ternational matches in Australia have to be con- 
verted into profitable exercises for Soccer. 

The Trust has had to borrow huge extra funds to 
complete the SSG and this must go into rent 
calculations. 

But in NSW there is an ongoing trend to obtain 
very large sums for improvement of rugby league 
grounds spread around the city and now the 
country, from the NSW Government. 

According to well authenticated reports the 
Newcastle Rugby League club — seeking $2 mil- 
lion to improve Newcastle’s International Sports 
Centre and has been asked by the State Govern- 
ment to put the plans before them before the end 
of this month. 

This begs the question of where Soccer is going 
with the improvement of many of its substandard 
arenas. 

It seems to be time to seek more funds for such 
purposes, regardless of the Parklea project.

SPARKED up by Australian coach Frank 
Arok’s approach to Liverpool’s Craig John- 
ston to become a Socceroo, the wires rang 
hot for a week or so in a bid to establish his 
position.

Johnston, 26, is approaching the height of his foot- 
ball career. 

He was only a kid when he left Newcastle for Mid- 
diesbrough, but by dint of his own forceful personal- 
ity, he has made every post a winner since then.

Global 


He claims that having Johnston travelling 
across the globe for occasional appearances in 
the Green-and-Gold could hardly be in Australia’s 
interests. 


Surely that must be a tongue-in-check comment of 
the year, because, without knowing much about Au- 
stralian Soccer, Dalglish can hardly expect that this 
country is paved with ‘Johnston gold’. 


Arok contends that Johnston could have turned 
Australian into a winner against Scotland in the vital 
Oceania-Europe clash last time round. 

That’s a hypothetical situation, but top football is all 
about players. 

A coach can mould them, but he must have the right 
material to work on. 


And Johnston is right up there in the success rating 
of his exploits. 

But the crunch with Dalglish is that he wants his 
players giving their all to Liverpool week by week. 


In turn, players such as Craig Johnston knows 
where their bread is buttered, and moveover where 
the extra jam comes from also. 

Hopetully Craig Johnston may yet play for Austra- 
lia. But he would have to overcome what might well 
prove to be an unscaleable mountain. .
